“I an advised that no substantive material whatsoever has 
yet been provided to the House Select Committee and I cannot sey 
when the actual transfer of material will begin." 


Mr. Wilson has misconstrued my request. Let me clarify myself, 
I did Huot limit my request te "substa_ntive material... provided 
to the House Select Committee", I requested all documents and corres- 
pomdence concerning or pertaining to the House Select Committee 
on Assassinations, not merely "substantive material", “to the House 
Select Committee". 


I do not withhold my request. Furthermore, I find it hard 
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to believe the CIA has no documeats or correspondence pertaining 
to or concerning the House Selecy Committed "whatsoever". 

I therefore reaffirm my request for all and any documents 
‘and correspondence concerning or pertaining to the House Select 
Cenmittee em Assassinations. This constitutes my appeal. 


#tf you do not act upon my appeal within 2O working days I 
- will deem my request denied. 
LI trust that upon examination of my request you will conclude 
thet the information + have requested is not properly covered by 
exemption (b) (1) of the amended Act and will make the infornation 
promptly available. ‘ . 
If you are unable to order release of the requested information, 
I intend to initiate a lawsuit te compel ita disclosure.
